Juvenile Delinquency Is Real Postwar 
Problem 

Karl Holton, Director of the State 
Youth Authority, has announced some 
startling figures on the status of juvenile 
delinquency in California. 

He said that in 1944 between 60,000 
and 80,000 boys and girls under the age 
ot 18 years were picked up by law en- 
forcement agencies. 

Appalling as this total is, Holton 
stated, juvenile delinquency can be ex- 
pected to become worse during the next 
five years. 

Due to many factors, economic and 
emotional, postwar years always are bad 
for delinquency among the juvenile 
population. 

All of the usual conditions are pres- 
ent now and on top of them is piled the 
additional circumstance of a tremendous 
geographical dislocation of families. 

Population movements, Holton ex- 
plained, break down everything which 
is stable in the community. Too, he pre- 
dicted thousands of adolescents em- 
ployed in war plant jobs at high wages 
soon will be on the loose and a source of 
trouble. 

For Juvenile Smokers 

The Associated Press states that a 
special smoking room has been set apart 
at a public school in Shelby County, 
Tennessee, for juvenile smokers. Nine 
youngsters, ranging in age from twelve 
to fourteen, frequent this room at noon 
for a cigarette. The principal states this 
is done in order to eliminate smoking on 
the campus. The youngsters secure this 
privilege by bringing a request from 
their parents! 

Push-Button War 

The ultimate in war was envisioned 
by General of the Army Arnold during 
a press conference in Washington. It 
was terrible—and it was simple. Only 
two new weapons were needed to make 
it a reality. One was the atom bomb, 
which the United States is already de- 
veloping in bigger and more effective 
forms. ‘The other was the “guided mis- 
sile,”. a rocket projectile that can be 
aimed accurately over great distances. 
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Work on the guided missile has now 
reached the experimental stage so that 
Arnold could foresee a time when “ex- 
act hits can be made on targets of a mile 
square, or less, at any part of the world 
from any part of the world.” With such 
weapons as guided missiles carrying 
atomic explosives the war of the future 
might be won by the nation that pressed 
the push-buttons first.

having broken al] homiletical rules in 
natching this text from its setting and 
n letting it stand by itself. The writer of 
hese words was not a preacher, as we 
inderstand the term, and the original 
hought was not the same as the appli- 
vation that we now make of it. In spite 
of these evident facts we can rightly 
conclude that this verse, as it stands 
lone, could very aptly be called, “The 


Confession of a Preacher.” 


Many times the rebuke of the Lord 
same to the shepherds of Israel because 
hey fed themselves and let the sheep 
starve. (Ezekiel 34:1-6) They were so 
soncerned about themselves that they 
orgot the flock over which they were 
overseers. That indictment can still be 
brought in this day and age against 
some shepherds of the flock of God. No 
doubt a repetition of such a rebuke 
would be needed in some instances, but 
this text calls attention to a danger that 
is just the reverse of that and far more 
prevalent. That danger is that one can be 
so engrossed in helping others that he 
forgets about his own needs. 


Many a preacher and leader in spirit- 
ual things has suddenly awakened to the 
realization that while he has been busy 
feeding others he has grown lean in his 
own soul. While he has worked dili- 
gently to prune the vineyards of those 
who are under his care, so that they 
might bring forth fruit to God, he has 
suddenly discovered that his own vine- 
yard has grown to brambles. ‘Thus he is 
an instrument in bringing forth fruit 
in the acreage of others and yet is devoid 
of it in his own garden. His splendid 
work brings about good to others and 
detriment to his own spritual life. When 
this knowledge comes to such an one he 
can, of a truth, break down in a real 
confession and say, “They made me the 
keeper of the vineyards; but mine own 
vineyard I have not kept.” 


The knowledge of the danger of 
such an experience must have been real 
to the Apostle Paul because he spoke 
of a fear “lest that by any means, when 
I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway” (1 Cor. 9:27). 
If a’spiritual giant like Paul could sense 
such a danger and sound forth such a 
warning it ought to make every one of us 
conscious of the same thing. 

We have mottoes on our walls saying 
“Others” and reminding us that we

have a responsibility to our fellow man. 
Many times we need to be prodded out 
of our selfish rut of complacency and be 
stirred to labor and work for the winning 
of others and assisting them to go on 
with God. In spite of that, the fact re- 
mains that to bring the best of good to 
those under us we must be in a state 
of sound ‘spiritual health ourselves. To 
be our best in bringing forth fruit in 
others we must exemplify the first-fruits 
in our own lives. 


D. L. Moody used to preach a sermon 
based upon the first four questions 
that God asked of man. It is significant 
to observe that God said, “Where art 
thou?” before He said, “Where is. . . 
thy brother?”. We are our brother's 
keeper but the searching question per- 
taining to ourselves comes first. ‘The 
same thing can be verified by the ques- 
tions that were asked in II Kings 4:26. 
Elisha asked the question, “Is it well 
with thee?” before he asked about the 
remainder of the family. 

We who devote our whole time to the 
work of the Lord are apt to be so con- 
scious of our responsibility to those 
under us that all we do is colored by our 
desire to help them. Our reading of the 
sacred page is often done with a primary 
thought of getting thoughts to pass on 
to the parishoners instead of a devotional 
reading for spiritual growth. It develcps 
into a system of always searching for 
texts, applications, or seed-thoughts for 
sermons. Our prayers are always a peti- 
tion for some needy soul who is under 
our care or for some pressing problem 
of the church. Before long we know 
little about a simple devotional reading 
and praying for the sole benefit of our 
own spiritual life and it is little wonder 
that our vineyard is unkept. 


I had an interesting experience in 
my early ministry that I have never for- 
gotten. One day, while praying, the Lord 


seemed to bring to me some forceful 


thoughts about ever looking to Him and 
not to man. Thinking it would make a 
splendid sermon, I outlined the thoughts 
and entitled the message, “Keep your 
eye on God.” I fully expected that an 
opportunity would present itself to 
preach that message and that God who 
had given me the thoughts would enable 
me to preach them to some congregation. 
The time never came when I felt free to 
preach that sermon, and to this day it 
has never been preached. Just a short 
while after I had compiled those notes 
an occasion arose where everything tend- 
ed to make me look to man and to cir- 
cumstances, and I was greatly discour- 
aged. Suddenly I remembered my ser- 
mon notes and got them out and read 
them over and preached the truth to 
myself and it proved to be a great bless- 
ing to me. God spoke those words to me 
and I thought they were to be passed 
on to others in a sermon. Instead, He 
meant them for me in my coming ex- 
perience and I was so used to passing 
things on to others that I almost missed 


the good of the whole thing. 


Perhaps every one of us has at some 
time or another been in a position where 
we could express our feelings in the 
words of this text. We must be conscious 
of the danger of such a thing and then 
take steps to keep from drifting into that 
condition. 


The remedy is to commune daily with 
God through His word and through 
prayer, without letting the thoughts of 
others and their needs come into our 
minds. We must read the Word of the 
Lord for only our own good and let Him 
speak to us that which we most need 
for that day. Over and above all prayer 
for others there must be a hushed com- 
munion between His life and ours. At 
least once each day let us pray and read 
with no thought of a vineyard to prune, 
a sermon to preach, or a deed to be 
done. In that way our own vineyard will 
be kept by Him and we will be better 
able to keep the vineyards of others.

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The Reason for Our Existence as a Movement 
by R. J. THurmonp

Is it because we are regenerated, hay- 
ing become new creatures in Christ 
Jesus, knowing Him as our personal 
Savior? 

Is it because we believe in divine 
healing? 

Is it because we believe in the com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus? 

Is it because we believe in morality, 
building Christian character, good 
works, holiness, etc? 

No! These are primary things, along 
with other fruits of the Spirit, but they 
are not the main reason. 

Many have come out of churches 
that believe all this, but they were not 
satished. There was an emptiness; a 
lack, a hunger. Some came out of so- 
called sanctified movements, teaching a 
definite work of grace which gave great 
zeal and love for Christ and for lost 
souls; but such is not the main reason for 
existence of our great movement. 

What is it then? Many ‘may not need 
the answer, but I am Spirit-prompted to 
write this short article lest some laymen 
and ministers alike should be beguiled 
into believing the Pentecostal message 
and experience are of secondary im- 
portance. If we do not have a distinct 
reason and experience for our move- 
ment, it were better in some instances 
that we had stayed in our former 
churches, for at least the surroundings 
would be more delightful and pleasing 
to the eye and ear, having well depart- 
mentalized, beautiful churches, with 
lovely music, trained singers, fine in- 
tellectual discourses, and the oppor- 
tunity to be among many people. How- 
ever, our souls were not satisfied with 
this, and I believe it was a God-given 
dissatisfaction that His work might 
spread and the gospel be preached in 
the power of the Holy Spirit to hungry 
multitudes everywhere, for a Spirit- 
baptized person has power and zeal in 
working for the Lord, not willing to 
settle down and be content with his 
own experience but must tell others. 

However, people of other movements 
have great zeal, so what is the reason for 
our existence as a movement? It is the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost, the re- 
cipient of which speaks in other tongues

as the Spirit gives utterance. Read that 
again! Are you Spirit-filled after the pat- 
tern of Acts 2:42? Does the Spirit con- 
tinue to work in and through you in 
the manifestation of the fruit of the 
Spirit and the gifts of the Holy Ghost? 
Is this message the fundamental one or 
secondary as far as you or- your church 
is concerned? 

Let me say here, in all love, no one 
connected with our ministerial fellow- 
ship has a right to be with this. move- 
ment unless he or she is thoroughly 
Pentecostal. It may be that we have let 
down our standards in membership by 
allowing people to come in on profes- 
sion of faith in Christ, but no one can 
get into our ministry unless he or she 
is baptized in the Holy Ghost with the 
Bible evidence of speaking in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance. 
One should have a deep and free ex- 
perience so he can constantly yield to 
the movings of the Holy Spirit. -How 
else can one lead the people on into the 
Pentecostal experience and blessing? 

The only excuse we have for exis- 
tence as a movement is this experience 
which would not assimilate with others 
of our former “like precious faiths,” so 
persecution, ridicule, scorn, coldness, 
and the breaking of fellowship pushed 
us out to begin a movement that has 
grown world-wide. 

In some churches it is “just another 
service,’—no life and loving devotion in 
the song service, no fire and zeal in 
prayer or testimony, and little in the 
pulpit, much less any gifts of the Spirit 
manifested, and nothing said. about 
Pentecost or what it means. Recently 
in one church where the Spirit was 
manifested in a message and interpre- 
tation, and in praising and glorifying 
God, it was said, “there has not been 
such a meeting in this church for over 
two years.” 

Oh, Beloved, God is calling us back 
to the old paths of our faith in these 
days! Be not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ and the testimony of our Lord 
that “after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you, ye shall receive power to be 
my witnesses” (Acts 1:8). “If ye be- 
lieve. on me as the Scripture has said,

A Question to Be Answered 


“Wilt thou go with this man?—Gen. 24:58. 


With this question had come the 
ime of decision for Rebekah. She had 
een as any other daughter of the land 
until that day when, going about her 
regular task of drawing water from the 
well, she was given the opportunity to 
help a stranger. Not merely willing to 
grant to the letter his request for water, 
she gave not only to the man, but also 
to the camels. This was the sign that 
the servant of Abraham had asked when 
he stood by the well in a strange land 
looking for a wife for the son of his 
master. She had responded with a ready 
offer of drink from the well, and a quick, 
‘and I will draw water for thy camels 
also.” There were ten such animals to 
be satisfied, but the task was not too 


great for the girl to volunteer her help. . 


On thus identifying herself as the 
damsel whom the Lord had appointed 
for Isaac, the servant, after the camels 
were watered, presented her with gifts 
of earrings and bracelets. After giving 
him her name, and before calling her 
brother, she offered him the hospitality 
of the family home. Once in the home 
and acquainted with the family of Re- 
bekah, her mother and her brother La- 
ban, the servant of Abraham made 
known his identity and his mission be- 
fore accepting further hospitality. Her 
mother and brother readily gave consent 
for Rebekah to be the wife of Isaac, 
but asked that she remain for a while 
at home. The servant, anxious to return 
to his master with the bride for his 
son, asked to be excused and that they 
might get started soon on the way back 
home. Then the decision: was left to 
Rebekah. Her brother and mother, had 
given consent or release, but the de- 
cision to go or not to go was up to the 
girl herself. 

“Wilt thou go?” she was asked. “I 
will go,” was the unequivocal answer. 
To accept the invitation meant a break- 
ing away from family ties, from familiar 
surroundings, from many old interests. 
To go meant new interests, new asso- 
ciates, a new life, a starting anew in a 
strange land, and the riches and bless- 
ings of love of the one to whom she 
should be taken: Her “I will go” was 
unconditional. And she began the camel 
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ride which took her out of the old and 
into the new life, and made her the 
mother of two great nations. 

The position of the Christian is 
somewhat akin to that of the heroine 
of our Bible story. He, too, has been 
one sought after by the Messenger 
from the Father’s home. The Holy 
Spirit is calling out and preparing a 
bride for the Son. Of himself, or by 
any other means he would never know 
of another land, a land of promise to 
which he is called. 

That Messenger, the Holy Spirit, be- 
stows the token blessings upon the eli- 
gible one, the one who responds to the 
gospel call as He is invited in and 
treated as was the servant of Abraham, 
with cordiality and warm response. 
There is a period of time, when the 
glow of the newly found faith compares 
with the days the servant spent in the 
house of Laban, a time of giving and 
receiving. What a joy to have found 
the Stranger! How wonderful are His 
gifts—“joy unspeakable and full of 
glory,” “the peace that passeth all un- 
derstanding,” forgiveness of sin, and 
communion with the Lord! How blessed 
to learn of the home from which He has 
come, of the realms of glory, to receive 
from His hand the riches and beauties 
from the bounties of the Father! 

Yes, it is realized that He came with 
a purpose, but how easy to forget that 
there is any other purpose but the joys 
of the moment, of hearing more of the 
land from which He came, of receiving 
new gifts, new blessings from His hand, 
and to let the matter remain static. 

“Laban and his mother would have 
liked this situation to have continued 
longer, and it was pleasant for Rebekah. 
‘Let the damsel abide with us a few 
days, at the least ten: after that she shall 
go, they said. In the margin beside that 
passage, it is explained that the time 
meant was a year, or at least ten months. 
But the servant must be about his mas- 
ter’s business. There was no time for 
static pleasures in prolonged anticipa- 
tion of what might be a long time 
hence.” 

How often in our Christian lives we 
are content to enjoy the new-found 


pleasures of salvation, or of the infilling 
of the Holy Spirit, if you please, but 
that is as far as we are yet willing to 
go. We know it is right to progress in 
knowledge of the Word, in yieldedness 
to His bidding, in capacity for serving 
Him; but that time will come later on. 
Just now, well, isn’t it wonderful to 
know the Lord? Aren’t His blessings 
wonderful? Yes, a thousand times yes; 
so were the days of gift-receiving and of 
listening to the accounts of the wealth 
and prosperity of Abraham and the vir- 
tues of his son, from the visitor in the 
home of Laban. But the time came 
for the decision to go, and once that 
was made, to start on the way. ‘The 
days of gift-receiving were not over, the 
company of the servant was not past, the 
stories of the one for whom the journey 
was made were not concluded or di- 
minished. Hallelujah! They were not 
only undiminished, but became the 
more real as the camel-back journey 
progressed and they were brought near- 
er to the new home in a new land. 


May God keep us from stagnating 
while we stay in the same place spiritu- 
ally, talking about the joys of heaven 
and the goodness of the Lord, while we 
do nothing toward getting closer to 
Him. The Servant is not content to 
remain long; the service of the Master 
bids otherwise. Let us be ready to fol- 
low His leading. “For as many as are 
led by the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons of God,” wrote the Apostle Paul 
to the Romans. 

“Wilt thou go” with this Man—in 
Christian living? Following His leader- 
ship unconditionally will make “second — 
mile” Christians out of lives definitely 


constituted otherwise. It will cause the ~ 


“other cheek” to turn in times of smit- 
ing, and hidden springs of rejoicing will 
bubble in spite of being “despitefully 
used.” That is the ideal? No, just the 
Bible pattern—which, of course,*is ideal. 
But that is the way to do the witnessing 
we have been talking about doing some 
day. He said He would give “power to 
witness.” We had thought of witness- 
ing as being something we could say. 
It is. But the worth of a witness is 
based as much or more so on what he 
is as on what he says. The two combine 
to make an irrefutable testimony. Our 
Guide would lead the inner life. “Wilt 
thou go?” 


“Wilt thou go” with this Man in 


service? That question is closely akin 
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to the one above. It is dependent upon 
the answer to the former to be answered 
‘acceptably. Following Him may lead 
to the ends of the earth, or it may be, 
what can sometimes be as hard, and 
what may seem, in your case, harder, 
to serve him right where you are, show- 
ing Christ in your community, to your 
circle of family and friends. ‘Though 
the missionary journeys of the Apostle 
Paul took him far, the earthly ministry 
of Jesus was never farther than 75 miles 
from either His birthplace or Nazareth 
where He was raised. As He blessed 
in many ways, sO we may serve in many 
ways, and having reached the limit of 
our own abilities, we might well re- 
member there were promises made for 
“more grace,” and that “these signs 
shall follow them that believe. . . .” 
To prove it, the Author of the promises 
gave us the Book of Acts, a truly Pen- 
tecostal Book. 

. “Wilt thou go with this Man’— 
when He comes? Will you be ready 
when the cry rings out “Behold the 
bridegroom cometh”? The second com- 
ing of Jesus is a doctrine accepted among 
us, and His soon coming believed in 


in varying degrees. It is well to beware 
lest we imbibe some of the spirit of 
the last-day scoffers mentioned by the 
Apostle Peter, as they say “where is 
the promise of his coming? . . . All 
things continue as they were. . . % 
(2 Peter 3:3-4, 10). 

For some years our prophecy has too 
often been served with Mussolini sauce. 
When the sauce disagreed with us, we 
lost our appetite for the whole dish. 
But: prophecy is a necessary part of 
the spiritual diet. Much more space is 
given in the Scriptures regarding His 


second coming than to the first advent | 


of Jesus. If the keen edge of expectancy 
has been dulled by the passing of time 
and unfulfilled speculations, it is well 
to remember that His Word never fails, 
and what has not been fulfilled will be 
fulfilled—because it is His Word. In 
speaking of His coming again, Jesus 
said, by way of emphasis, “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away’ (Matt. 24:35). 


And it is written, “Unto them that look | 


for him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation” CHeb.

Demonstration by the Spirit

(For many years missionary to China) 


In February 1915 I was invited by 
Brother Stanley Smith, one of the fa- 
mous “Cambridge Seven,” to his  sta- 
tion Iseh Chow Fu, Shansi Province, 
China, for ten days convention. Some 
three or four hundred Chinese believers 
attended. I simply preached Jesus, Son 
of God, anointed with the Spirit, cruci- 
fied in our stead, on the cross “made sin 
for us . . . that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him,” “not 
with the wisdom of words, lest the cross 
of Christ be made of none effect.” From 
the first the Spirit fell as at Pentecost, 
and many were filled, speaking with 
tongues as He gave utterance. 

Among the Christians was a well 
educated man named Shan, a teacher 
of the school. Being very intellectual 
and unemotional, he was not easily per- 
suaded to accept my teaching. But about 
the middle of the convention he was con- 
vinced it was true. Kneeling at his seat 
in the rear, he called on the Lord for 
mercy while I was busy on the plat- 
form. 
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Suddenly there was a commotion at 
the rear. Mr. Shan leaped to his feet 
shouting loudly in a tongue. With eyes 
closed he walked rapidly up the aisle 
toward the platform carefully avoiding 
collision with the many persons kneel- 
ing or prostrate therein, repeating one 
sentence in a tongue in a loud voice 
that all heard. Reaching the platform 
he passed along the front, then to the 
side, never touching the many kneeling 
there, still with eyes closed and repeat- 
ing that one sentence in a tongue. As- 
cending the steps he paced the entire 
length of the platform, avoiding con- 
tact with chairs, table, pulpit, organ, 
and people, gesticulating with his arms 
and shouting in a tongue until all eyes 
were fastened upon him, and all ears 
were listening to his voice. 

Suddenly he backed against the wall 
at the rear of the platform with arms 
outstretched in the exact form of the 
cross and head drooped forward on his 
chest, his voice still at last. Instantly 
a voice broke the stillness, shouting

California Leads in Liquor 
Consumption 

The lights may be brighter on Broad- 
way than they are in San Francisco’s 
Barbary Coast or along Hollywood's 
Sunset Strip but in the number of head- 
aches per block California takes dis- 
honor. Records of the State Board of 
Equalization reveal that for the first time 
since repeal California leads the nation 
in hard liquor consumption. 

For the period from January to April 
this year 7,224,865 gallons of distilled 
spirits were sold in California compared 
with 6,489,220 gallons in New York. 
During 1944 New York held a slight 
lead, consuming 19,450,709 gallons as 
against 18,634,708 for the Golden State. 

The per capita consumption for Cali- 
fornia last year was 2.70 gallons and for 
New York 1.44 gallons. Little Nevada, 
though her total consumption was small, 
had the highest per capita drinking ca- 
pacity—4.73 gallons.

General Council Report 


Though the General Council was 
called on short notice there was a good 
registration totaling 1311, of which 889 
were ordained ministers, 82 missionaries, 
88 delegates, and 252 visitors. The four 
states highest in registration were Texas 
149, Missouri 141, California 96, and 
Oklahoma 94. Northern California was 
well represented with about 40 of the 
96, as far as can be recalled. Most of 
them went by automobile. 

Our General Superintendent, E. S. 
Williams, opened the sessions with a 
thrilling message of “Our Responsibility 
to Our Generation,” which stirred all of 
our hearts with a hunger for the old- 
time power. The General Secretary, 
J. R. Flower spoke in the afternoon ses- 
sion of the first day on Acts 2:1-2 on 
“What Meaneth This?” or “Our Re- 
sponsibility and Our Heritage.” ‘This 
message dovetailed with the other and 
was an inspiration to all. Both are to 
appear in the Pentecostal Evangel. 

Appearing also will be reports show- 
ing progress during the past two years 
in all General Council departments. It 
was of interest to learn that $316,584 
was expended in the servicemen’s work; 
also that we now have over 5200 or- 
dained ministers; that the business of 
the Gospel Publishing House amounted 
to over $878,000 for the past year; that 
the over-all worth of the entire holdings, 
including trust funds, is $1,178,000, 
that 1070 ministers had signed up in the 
Ministers’ Benevolent Association dur- 
ing this first year; that 888 loans had 
been made to churches up to now; and 
that the total given for foreign missions 
the past two years amounted to $2,293,- 
519, an increase of over 60%.over the 
1943 report. California again led in 
foreign missions giving with a total of 
$410,101.88 for the two years. The 
General Council Home Missions De- 
partment also had a fine report to make 
of its activities among the Jews, Indians, 
Alaska, prison work, and Kentucky 
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Mountains, showing over $128,000 ex- 
pended. 

Our beloved General Superintendent 
E. S. Williams was re-elected on the 
nominating ballot. This General Coun- 
cil was history-making in that four As- 
sistant General Superintendents were 
elected, without portfolio, to serve in 
capacities appointed by the General 
Superintendent, one to succeed the Gen- 
eral Superintendent in event of death or 
vacancy of the office. The four Assistant 
General Superintendents elected were 
Brother Ralph Riggs, forrner Assistant 
General Superintendent; W. R. Steel- 
berg, Superintendent of the New York- 
New Jersey District; Fred Vogler, a for- 
mer Assistant General Superintendent 
of the past; and Gail Lewis, Superin- 
tendent of the Central District. Brother 
Steelberg was elected as Succeeding 
General Superintendent in event of va- 
cancy of the office of General Superin- 
tendent. Apparently these brethren will 
be appointed to head offices of Educa- 
tional Department, Home Missions De- 
partment, Christ Ambassadors’ Depart- 
ment, and possibly a publications de- 
partment. Announcements will be 
made later when they take office within 
three months. 

The General Secretary, J. R. Flower, 
was re-elected on the nominating ballot 
and was later appointed as General 
Treasurer by the General Presbytery. 

Outstanding in the business of the 
General Council was the passing of the 
motion to have a national radio Assembly 
of God. hour over the ABC Network, 
with the program originating in San 
Francisco for the time being, with 
Brother L. R. Keys of Glad Tidings and 
G.T.B.I. The contract ‘is to be for a 
year for a half-hour period at nearly 
$1,000 per week. So contributions are 
needed. It was felt that our people sure- 
ly would wholeheartedly back this enter- 
prise so that a larger chain hook-up 
could be purchased as soon as available.

A National Director of Radio will be 
appointed and the program will ulti- 
mately be handled out of Springfield. 

A momentous decision was made in 
the authorization of a $1,500,000 build- 
ing program for a new Gospel Publish- 
ing House and administration offices 
covering nearly a block square. Funds 
of nearly $700,000 are available to be- 
gin with and either bonds will be issued 
to carry a loan or a flat loan will be 
worked out for financing the indebted- 
ness. It was thought that many would 
be glad to loan to such a worthy cause. 
Announcements will be made later as to 
the method decided upon. 

So much business was brought before 
the General Council that it was neces- 
sary to dispense with an evening service 
in order to carry the business sessions on. 
There was a great deal of debate on the 
change to four assistant general super- 
intendents, on the establishing of an 
educational department, and on a Home 
Missions Department program. But all 
were finally carried. 

Nine brethren were chosen to serve 
in conjunction with the Executive Pres- 
bytery of nine, making 18 in all, to 
head up an Educational Committee. 
Four brethren were chosen to head up 
a Home Missions Committee along with 
the General Secretary and whomever 
would be appointed head of the Home 
Missions Department. District Superin- 
tendents Scott of Michigan, Palmer of 
Montana, Peterson of North Central, 
and Cornell of Oklahoma were chosen. 
The nine on the Education Committee 


are W. I. Evans, L. R. Keys, F. J. Lind- 
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quist, M. E. Collins, A. H. Graves, Bert 
Webb, R. A. Brown, Brother Harrison, 
of $.C.B.C. and Brother Kerscke. ‘This 
list comprises three each representing 
Bible schools, academic schools, and 
church schools. 

A motion was passed that applications 
for credentials from those having an- 
nulments will not be granted unless the 
annulment was obtained only on the 
basis of fraud or deception as there are 
some obtaining annulments which could 
not be sanctioned. 

Anti-Semiticism was opposed. An ap- 
peal to the President is to be made that 
he aid in behalf of liberalizing Protestant 
missionary work in Italy as new treaties 
are signed. The Council registered dis- 
approval of the teaching that all tithes 
belong to the pastor. 

In my haste to get this off to Sister 
Maddocks I may have overlooked some 
points, but the above covers the high 
lights of the General Council. 

The weather was cooler this year than 
in past years, as we had a few days of 
rain at the beginning of the meetings. 
Mrs. Thurmond and my sister Lucille, 
and two missionaries, Sisters Annie 
Baile and Emma Daechert, accompanied 
mé on the trip. This was Mrs. Thur- 
mond’s first visit to Springfield. She 
greatly enjoyed the General Council and 
a W. M. G. meeting. 

An outstanding meeting was the mis- 
sionary program presented on Sunday 
afternoon. Over 100 missionaries in cos- 
tume gathered and presented the world 
missions need. As a result many went 
to the prayer room in a time of dedicat- 
ing their lives in service to the Lord. 

At the report of its director, Harry 
Jaeger, on the Servicemen’s Department 
and of a deficit of $25,000, over $17,000 
in cash and pledges was raised, together 
with the promise of continuous aid in 
carrying on the work of this department 
for an indefinite period as the need 
exists. Chaplain Captain McGowan, a 
“defrosted” denominational _ preacher 
and a chaplain of many honors, thrilled 
our hearts with the presentation of the 
work and need among the servicemen. 

The General Presbyters’ meetings 
called for long hours of business before, 
during, and after the General Council 
closed; so it was not the privilege of 
Brothers Gaston, Gortner, Keys, Ren- 
froe, and the writer to enjoy the spiritual 
ministry of the evening services.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL

STUDY XII 
Chap. 9 20-27. Part II 
In the first part of this Study, appear- 


ing in the last issue, five of the divisions 
were considered. We are now to consider 


the two remaining divisions. 


VI. We are distinctly told of some important 
things that are to take place after the 
second period of sixty-two weeks, or, 
434 years (483 years from the beginning of 
the seventy weeks) shall have come to 


an end, 

Verse 26. “and after threescore and 
two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but 
not for himself: and the people of the 
prince that shall come shall destroy the 
city and the sanctuary; and the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto 
the end of the war desolations are deter- 
mined.” 

1. Messiah shall be cut off. That the 
reference is to the Lord Jesus there can 
be no question, and that the prophecy 
was fulfilled at the time of His cruci- 
fixion is as certain as is any fact with 
which we are familiar in the fulfilment 
of prophecy. We know that the second 
period of sixty-two weeks ended with 
the triumphal entry of our Lord ‘into 
Jerusalem. The leaders of the nation 
were greatly displeased with the recog- 
nition that was accorded Him. Luke 19: 
37-40. A few days later he was arrested 
and formally condemned to death by 
the Jewish Sanhedrin which was the 
recognized ecclesiastical court of the 
nation; so the nation, through its chosen 
representatives, formally rejected the 
Messiah. The confirmation of the sen- 
tence of the Jewish court was secured 
from Pilate, the Roman governor, and 
Christ was crucified. He was “cut off.” 
We read in Isaiah 53:8, “He was taken 
from prison and from judgment: and 
who shall declare His generation? for 
He was cut off out of the land of the 
living: for the transgression of My 
people was He stricken.” 

“But not for Himself.” If this is the 
correct rendering the meaning evidently 
is that it was not for His own sins that 
He was cut off, but for the sins of others. 
“Messiah shall be cut off, but not for 
Himself.” And we know that this was 
literally true: it was for the sins of 
others, whose sins He bore in His own 
body on the tree, that He was crucified. 
“For the transgression of My people 
was He stricken.” But the rendering in 
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the Revised Version differs from that 
in the Authorized Version, and nearly 
all the modern translators translate in 
the same or in a similar manner: “And 
after the threescore and two weeks shall 
the anointed one be cut off, and shall 
have nothing (Cor, there shall be none 
belonging to him).” If this is the correct 
rendering it would seem that the mean- 
ing is that He shall have no kingdom as 
yet, the time for the setting up of the 
kingdom having not yet come. 


2. The people of the prince that shall 
come shall destroy the city and the sanct- 
uary. By the “city” is meant Jerusalem, 
by the “sanctuary,” the temple in Jer- 
usalem; by “the people,” the Romans, 
and by “the prince,” the Antichrist 
whose coming is still future. Mark the 
fact that we do not read, “the prince of 
the people that shall come,” but “the 
people of the prince that shall come.” 


There are those who would have us 
believe that by the prince we are to un- 
derstand the Messiah. If that is true, the 
Christians must have destroyed “the 
city and the sanctuary,” and we know 
that they did no such thing; they were 
charged with having done many things 
they did not do, but the charge that they 
destroyed Jerusalem and the temple in 
Jerusalem has never been made against 
them. There were very few, if any, of 
them in Jerusalem at the time of its de- 
struction. ‘They were familiar with the 
prophecies of our Lord, and when they 
saw that the prophecy concerning the 
destruction of the city was apparently 
about to be fulfilled, they took advant- 
age of a temporary withdrawal of the 
hostile army that had been environing 
the city, and fled to the mountains, re- 
membering what Christ had said, “And 
when ye shall see Jerusalem encom- 
passed with armies, then know that the 
desolation thereof is nigh. Then let 
them which are in Jerusalem flee to the 
mountains; and let them which are in 
the midst of it depart out; and let not 
them that are in the countries enter 


thereinto” (Luke 21:20, 21). 


It is a well known historical fact that 
the destruction of the city and the sanc- 
tuary took place in a.p. 70. Titus, after- 
wards Emperor, was the Roman general. 
He came against Jerusalem with a great 


army, and environed the city. ‘The siege 
was a prolonged siege. The resistance of 
the Jews was stubborn and fanatical. 
They could not. be persuaded that God 
would let the city be taken. They had 
crucified their Messiah, and had per- 
secuted His messengers, but they still 
regarded themselves as God’s chosen 
people, refusing to recognize their sins 
and turn from them. The sufferings of 
the people during the siege were appal- 
ling. Read the account that has been 
furnished us by Josephus who was with 
Titus at the time the city was taken. 
Blood flowed like water, and the people 
who tried to make their escape were 
seized by the Romans and crucified in 
the sight of the multitudes that thronged 
the walls. It has been asserted that so 
many crosses were erected upon hills 
all around Jerusalem that wood out of 
which to make more could not be found. 
The Jews had said when they demand- 
ed that Pilate confirm their death sent- 
ence that they had pronounced upon 
their Messiah, “His blood be on us and 
on our children.” And God had taken 
them at their word. It was the purpose 
of ‘Titus to spare the temple, and he gave 
strict orders to that effect. But His ord- 
ers were not obeyed. A soldier threw a 
firebrand into the sacred precincts of the 
sanctuary, the flames leaped up, and 
soon everything that was burnable was 
consumed, and the infuriated Romans 
proceeded to pull down the stones of 
the temple, and with their crowbars to 
pry up the very foundations of the edi- 
fice, someone having circulated the re- 
port that great treasures had there been 
hidden; and so the prophecy of our 
Lord was literally fulfilled, “There shall 
not be left here one stone upon another 
that shall not be thrown down” (Matt. 
24:2). But that Titus was not “the 
prince” prophesied of is evident from 
the fact that he did not destroy the 
sanctuary, but had done his utmost to 
keep it from being destroyed, and also 
from the fact that we do not read, “the 
prince of the people,” but rather, “the 
people of the prince.” By the prince is 
evidently meant the coming Anti-christ. 
Here is evidence that he will be of 
Roman extraction. 

3. The end thereof shall be with a 
flood. A deluge of destruction.’ The stu- 
dent is referred to the account Josephus 
has written. 

4. Unto the end of the war desola- 


tions are determined. The war is the

John Elias the great Welsh preacher 
went into a certain godless district where 
the inhabitants were accustomed to 
spend Sunday at the Fair. With much 
prayer and with great brokenness of 
heart over the godlessness of the people, 
in the strength of the Lord he prepared 
himself to preach Christ to them. Such. 
a revival broke out in that place that 
there never was known to be held 
another Fair there on Sunday. 

On one occasion he visited another 
district in Wales. In the whole neighbor- 
hood the state of religion was very low 
and it had been for many years. Pax- 
ton Hood writing of Elias’ visit there 
said, “He prayed and the heavens gave 
rain.” He took as his text, “Let God 
arise, Let His enemies be scattered.” 
It is an astonishing time. While the 
preacher drove along with tremendous 
power, multitudes fell to the ground. 
Calm stood the man, his words rushing 
from him like flames of fire. There were 
added to the churches of that immediate 
neighborhood in consequence of the 
impetus of that sermon 2500 souls.

ure. Daniel was not told anything 
about the church age. These centuries 
of this dispensation of grace were leaped 
sver in the revelation that was made to 
Daniel, and a revelation was afforded of 
what is to take place concerning Jeru- 
salem and the Jews after the church age 
shall have come to an end. 

Read Acts 15:14-18. God has temp- 
rarily set Israel aside. He has not cast 
His people away; He has simply cast 
them aside. He is preserving the nation, 
and will again deal with Israel when the 
oreat work of taking out a people for His 
name from among the Gentiles shall 
have been completed. When “the ful- 
ness of the Gentiles” shall have come in,

od of 70 weeks, is still . 


the rapture will take place; the church 
age will end with that event, and Dan- 
iel’s seventieth week will begin. 

Daniel’s seventieth week will be that 
period we commonly speak of as “the 
tribulation,” and the last half of the 
week, 3% years, will be the period of 
“the great tribulation.” It will be “the 
time of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 30:7). 

At the beginning of the week, “the 
prince,” Antichrist, will “confirm a cov- 
enant’ (Rotherham) with the apostate 
Jews; it is likely that the temple will be 
rebuilt, and temple worship under the 
protection of the beast reestablished; “in 
the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease,” 
ie., he will break his covenant; and at 
that time his image, the image of the 
beast, will be set up in the rebuilt tem- 
ple, and the decree will go forth that all 
must worship it, and the penalty of re- 
fusing to do so will be death. Rev. 13:15. 

But the career of the beast will come 
to an end. Every other period of the 
seventy weeks “determined” upon Jeru- 
salem and the Jews has come to an end, 
and this last period of just one week, or, 
seven years, will end also. Mark what we 
read here, and I quote the rendering in 
the Revised Version, which it is quite 
generally agreed gives us the true sense 
of the original text, “Even unto the con- 
summation, and that determined, shall 
wrath be poured out upon the desolator.” 
There is to be, then, a consummation; 
that consummation has been “deter- 
mined” by God, and that which God has 
determined will most certainly come to 
pass; the divine wrath will not be re- 
strained until the time of the consum- 
mation shall have come, and then the 
purposes to be achieved by the outpour- 
ing of the wrath of God will have been 
accomplished. 

If you would know to what end the 
“desolator” is to come, read Revelation 
19:19, 20. Daniel’s seventieth week 
will come to an end with the second 
stage of our Lord’s advent, “the glorious 
appearing of the great God and our 
Saviour, Jesus Christ.” At that time the 
battle of Armageddon will be fought, 
and both the beast and the false prophet 
will be taken alive; neither will be able 
to make his escape, and neither will be 
slain in the battle; they will both be cast 
alive into the lake of fire. They will be 
there alone for a thousand years with 
nothing to console them but their mis- 
ery, and at the end of the thousand years 
will be no nearer the termination of their 


period of confinement than they were 
the day after they were consigned to that 
region of death and woe. 

During the thousand years of the mil- 
lennial reign of our Lord on the earth, 
Satan will be confined in the abyss, or, 
the bottomless pit, and at the end of that 
time, after he shall have been loosed for 
a little season, and shall have failed in 
his last effort against God and God’s 
people, the prophecy of Revelation 20: 
10 will be fulfilled, “And the devil that 
deceived them was cast into the lake of 
fire, where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and they shall be tormented 
day and night for ever and ever.” Mark 
the fact that at the end of the thousand 
years “the beast and the false prophet” 
are represented as being in the lake of 
fire into which they were cast a thousand 
years previously. ‘They had been there 
for a thousand years, and they had not 
been consumed. Neither had they been 
converted or reformed. They were still 
“the beast and the false prophet.” 

Terrible indeed will be the doom of 
“the desolator’; and his doom will be the 
doom of Satan ultimately, and to that 
same lake of fire and brimstone will be 
consigned all the unrighteous who shall 
be raised at the second resurrection. .
